- In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 1) 
of Section 2 of the Kerala Public Services Act, 1968 ( 19 of 1968) the 
Government of Kerala hereby make the following rules to amend the Special 
Rules for the Transport Services, 1981 issued in G. O. (Þ ) No. 91 /81/ TF & P 
dated 5th October , 1981 and published as S. R. O. 1164/81 in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 792 dated the 14th October, 1981, namely : 


RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These Rules may be called the 
Special Rules for the Kerala Transport Service (Amendment) Rules , 1985 . 

(2 ) They shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from 
the 1st day of October , 1975 . 
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2. Amendment of the Rules. In the Special Rules for the Kerala 
Transport Service, 1981 

( 1) in rule 3 

(a ) in sub -rule (a ) item 2 and the entries against it and the 
Note thereunder, under the heading " method of appointment" in Column 
(2) against category," 3. Assistant Transport Commissioner/Regional Trans 
port Officer " , in column (1) shall be omitted ; 

(b ) in sub -rule (b ), in the first sentence, for the words, figures 
and marks, " Appointment by promotion to Categories 1 and 2, appointment 
by promotion / transfer to Categories 3 and 4 ” , the following words, figures 
and marks, shall be substituted , namely : 

" Appointment by promotion to Categories 1, 2 and 3 , appointment 
by promotion / transfer to Category 4 " 

(2 ) in rule 6 , in the proviso , the words and Senior Accounts Officers 
on appointment by transfer to Category 3 , shall be omitted .

Explanatory Note 
( This note does not form part of the Notification but is intended to 
indicate its general purport) . 

In the revised Special Rules for the Kerala Transport Services issued 
in G.O. (P ) 91/81/ TF & P dated , 5-10-1981 the post of SAO has been included 
in the feeder category for promotion to the post of RTOATC . A Senior 
Accounts Officer is a Senior Superintendent of the Ministerial Wing on 
OD (by promotion ) Senior Superintendents is eligible to be appointed as 

Jt. R. T. O. and then to be promoted as R.T.O. Government have now 
found that the provision to promote a Senior Accounts Officer directly as 
R.T.O , has resulted in an anomaly of a junior person (Senior Superintendent) 
in the Ministerial Wing getting promoted to the post of R.T.O. over another 
Senior Supdt. who is senior in the same wing . When two categories of posts 
on Rs. 650–1150 viz ., Senior Superintendents and MVIs are brought into a 
common cadre of Jt . R.T.Os. by promotion and are eligible thereafter to be 
ptomoted as R.T.Os. according to seniority in the common cadre, permitting 
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only one out of the two constituents of the common cadre to reach the posi 
tion of R.T.O.in a circumventing method , give that category an undue advao 
tage over the other constituent category . Government with a view to remove 
the above anomaly and to mete out equal treatment to the two constituents 
of a common category propose to amend the special rules retrospectively with 
effect from the date when the amomalous position occurred . So they have 
decided to exclude the post of S.A.O. from the feeder category for R.T.Os. 
This notification is intended to achieve the above object.

S. R. O , No. 496 /85. — WHEREAS the Government of Kerala by Notifica 
tion G. O. (P ) No. 71/84 / Tr. D dated the 31st December, 1984 , published as 
S.R.O.No. 1602/84 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 1128 dated the 
31st December , 1984 issued directions to the State Transport Authority for 
revising the fares of Stage Carriages plying in the State ; 

AND WHEREAS Government received several representations from the public 
regarding the fares fixed for the Stage Carriages ; 

AND WHEREASGovernment appointed a committee to examine the matter 
further and to submit a report on the anomalies, if any, on the fares fixed , and 
directed the State Transport Authority to keep in abeyance the rates of fares 
of Stage Carriages fixed by it in pursuance of the directions in the Govern 
ment Notification aforementioned ; 

AND WHEREAS the recommendations made by the committee in its report 
have been accepted by the Government ; 

Now , THEREFORE in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (i) of sub 
section (1) of section 43 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 of 
1939), and in supersession of the Notification G. O. (P ) No. 71/84 / Tr. D dated

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the 31st December , 1984, published as S.R.O. No. 1602/84 in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 1128 dated the 31st December, 1984 and Noti 
fication G.O. (P ) No. 1 /85 / Tr. D dated the 9th January, 1985, published as 
S.R.O. No. 65/85 in the Kerala Gazette Extraordinary No. 25 dated the 9th 
January , 1985 , theGovernmentofKerala hereby issue the following directions 
to the State Transport Authority , namely : 


DIRECTIONS 


The State Transport Authority shall fix the rates of fares of the stage 
carriages in the State as follows: 

A. Rates of fares for the roads in the plains 

The rates of fares for various classes of Stage Carriage Services per head 
per kilometre shall be as shown below , subject to clause (D ) hereunder. 

(i) Ordinary /Mofussil Services including 
City and Town Services 

9 paise 
( ii ) Fast Passenger Services 

11 paise 
( iii) . Express Services 

12 paise 
( iv ) Superior or Special Class of Services 14 times the rates 

of fares fixed for 

Express Services. 
B. Rates of fares for ghat roads 

The rates of fares for various classes of services payable for ghat roads 
shall be enhanced by 25 % of the rates payable for the respective classes of 
services on roads in the plains specified in Clause A. 

C. Minimum fares 

The minimum fare for which a ticket can be issued to various classes of 
services shall be as follows : 


40 paise 
50 paise 


City/ Town Services 
(ü ) Ordinary /Mofussil Services 
( iii ) Fast Passenger Services 
(iv ) Express Services 
(v ) Superior or Special Class of Services

D. Fixation of fares 


In respect of routes where fare stages have already been fixed such fare 
stages shall be retained without changes and on such routes fares shall be fixed 
in such a way that fare shall be increased atleast by a minimum of 10 paise after 
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the first stage in ordinary services and after second stage in the case of City / 
Town Services. 


In respect of other routes fares shall be fixed at the rates mentioned in 
clause A or B as the case may be. 


The distance between two stages will be taken as 2.5 kms. irrespective of 
the fact whether such distance actually exists on ground or not. 

E. Calculation of Fares 

(i) The fare for services other than those falling under items ( ii) and 
(iii ) below , shall be calculated in multiples of 10 paise. If the fare calculated 
is not an exact multiple of 10 paise ; the same shall be rounded off to the nearest 
multiple of 10 paise ; any amount of 5 paise and more being rounded off to 
10 paise and any amount less than 5 paise being ignored provided that the 
increase in fare shall not in no case exceed the fare in force as on the day , 
immediately prior to the date from which the revised fare shall come into force, 
bymore than fifty per cent. 


(ü ) The fare for Fast Passenger Services shall be calculated in multiples 
of 50 paise . If the fare calculated is not the exact multiple of 50 paise it 
shall be rounded off to the nearest multiple of 50 paise ie ; 25 paise and more 
being rounded off to 50 paise and less than 25 paise being ignored . 

( iii) The fare for Express Services shall be calculated in multiple of 
50 paise . If the fare calculated is not the exact multiple of 50 paise, it shall 
be rounded off to the next multiple of 50 paise . 

F. In respect of services operated during " Approved Festive Occasions" , 
the rates of fares for such services shall not exceed one and one - fourth times 
the rates of fares fixed for the respective class of service. 


G. Students Concession 


(i) Full time students not engaged in any other calling or profession 
studying in any recognised edacational institution travelling in stage carriages 
for a distance not exceeding 40 kilometres for a single journey for the purpose 
of attending classes shall be eligible for concessional travel in City , Town and 
Ordinary/Mofussil services at the rate calculated at 19.44 % of the rates fixed 
under these directions subject to the condition that there shall be no increase 
in the rates of fare now charged for students: 

Provided that theminimuni fare for a concession ticket for a single journey 
shall be 10 paise : 

Provided further that the students shall produce identity cards for claim 
ing the concession . 


(i ) Full time student not engaged in any other calling or profession , 
studying privately in any institution and who has registered his /her name 
in any of the Universities in Kerala as a student for a particular course of 
private study admitted by the University, travelling in stage carriages for a 
distance not exceeding 40 kilometres for a single journey for the purpose of 
attending classes shall be eligible for concessional travel in City , Town and 
Ordinary Services at the rate of 50 % of the rates of fares fixed for the respective 
class of service under these directions: 


Provided that the minimum fare for a concession ticket in City / Town 
and Ordinary services shall be, 20 and 25 paise, respectively : 

Provided further that such private students shall produce an Identity 
Card in the form prescribed by the Government. 
Explanations : 

(1) " City Services" or " Town Services" are services declared as such 
by the Transport Authority granting the permit. 

(2 ) " Fast Passenger Services" means services which are allowed to be 
operated by fleet owners to run at an average speed of 32 kilometres or more 
per hour, with limited stops, in which seats can be reserved in advance and 
preference may be given to through passengers a nd which for these reasons 
are declared as " Fast Passenger Services" , by the Transport Authority grant 
ing the permit. 

(3 ) " Express Services" means services which are allowed to be operated 
by fleet owners on long routes at an average speed of 40 kilometres or more per 
hour, with limited stops, providing higher standards of comfort in seating , in 
which seats can be reserved in advance and preference may be given to through 
passengers and which for these reasons are declared as " Express Services" 
by the Transport Authority granting the permit . 

(4 ) " Superior or Special Class of Services" means services operated 
by fleet owners providing superior or special amenities to the passengers which 
are declared as " Superior or Special Class of Services by the Transport 
Authority granting the permit. 

(5 ) " Approved Festive Occasions for the purpose mentioned in Clause 
F above, means the festive occasions (months and days) as shown in the 
Schedule hereunder . 

(6 ) " Ghat Roads" means roads which are declared as such by the 
Government. 


(7 ) " Fleet Owner" means a person or institution or the Government 
who or which is the registered owner ofmore than one hundred and fifty stage 
carriages. 
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( ii ) 


(8 ) " Long Routes" means routes which have been classified as long 
routes under rule 177A of the Kerala Motor Vehicles Rules, 1961 . 

(9 ) " Recognised Educational Institutions" means : 
(1) Industrial Training Centres in the public and private sector 

affiliated to the National Council for Training in Vocational 
Trades ; 
High Schools , Primary Schools and Special Schools and Train 
ing Schools and other recognised Educational Institution under 

the control of the Department of Education ; 
( iii ) Colleges affiliated to the Universities ; 

Technical Institutions recognised by the Director of Technical 
Education ; 
Educational Institutions recognised by the Government of 

India ; and 
( vi) Institutions directly run by the Government of Kerala or the 

Government of India .

( This is not part of the Notification but is intended to indicate the general 
purport ), 


Government have issued orders in G.O. ( P ) No. 71 /84 / Tr. Ddated 
31-12-1984 fixing the fares of stage carriages on and from 5-1-1985 . Several 
representations were received from the public pointing out serious anomalies 
on the revised fares. Government therefore appointed a committee to examine 
the matter further. The Committee studied the representations in detail 
and has submitted the report and that Government examined the matter and 
accepted their recommendations. Taking into account of the recommendation 
of the committee and the recent price hike of fuel and spare parts of Motor 
Vehicles, Government have decided to enhance the fare rates of stage carriages. 
Hence , this notification .

THE KERALA EDUCATION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1985 
An Act further to amend the Kerala Education Act , 1958 


Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Education Act, 1958, for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty -sixth year of the Republic of India as follows : 


1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Education (Amendment) Act, 1985 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th day 
of October, 1982 . 


2. Amendment of section 36. - In sub -section (1 ) of section 36 of the Kerala 
Education Act, 1958 (6 of 1959 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 
after the words " The Government may make rules" , the words “ either 
prospectively or retrospectively,” shall be inserted . 


3. Repeal and saving:-(1) The Kerala Education (Amendment) Ordi 
nance, 1984 (91 of 1984 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed to have 
been done or any action taken or deemed to have been taken under the 
principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have 
been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.

Explanatory Note 
( This note is not part of the notification , but is intended to indicate its 
general purport). 

The High Court in WA. No. 343/80 in O.P. No. 2956/79 held that no 
action would be taken on the same set of facts as thatwhich led to a prosecution 
which ultimately ended in acquittal. The Division Benchypheld the Judge 
ment of Single Bench with the reasoning that Rule 10 (b ) (i) of Kerala Police 
Departmental Inquiries, Punishmentand appealRules, 1958 provides that if 
decision which is neither reversed nor modified appeal, the department 
shall not take any further proceedings on the basis that the proceedings in the 
Criminal Court was misconceived or that the Judgement was erroneous. 
Rule 10 (b ) ( fi provides that, if however, certain facts which call for depart 
mental action are not relevant to the charge before the Criminal Court and 
as such were not placed before the court there shall be no objection to depart 
mental action being taken on such facts . It is the statutory bar created by 
Rule (b ) (i) that stands in the way of disciplinary action being taken on a 
consideration of the same set of facts which a Criminal Court has not found 
sufficient to hold a person guilty . This difficulty has to be removed by suitably 
modifying the rules . The notification is intended to achieve this object.
